Thereareuotv six Ibuusaud 
searchers in tbo valley ami ai llio un- 
earlblng of tho dead piogressci, 
men, women and eliiktren ure luund 
wedged in beliveeii tiiiiUur, buuHe.", 
rocks, and burled in tbo mud. I'ar- 
tlally burned and crualied liodiea are 
found iu ilio debri", aud disease la 
doing lu deadly vrork. AppeaU for 
ahl bare bean sent out to the worlil, 
wbieh are beiug promptly replied to 
by all hnmaaa people. 

Aa tha work of tha flood I* ramlad 
the detailed aecounta grow mora 
sickening and the wonder at auoh a 
providence becomoa morelnsorulable. 
'24ii bodies were recovered laat Wed 
nes lay, mo^t of wlioni were iileiili- 
lied. ll i« fcartd lljat ilie wiii' "I' 
(itiu. l..ew Wallace is utiiong Uio tu»l, 
aa she lias never been beard fi-uiii 
since tbe K fiber bomu on a viiit a 
day or two LcTi^re llio calamity. 

.Johnstown, I'a., Juuo 6 — lu tbe 
midst of this scene of death aud dL-so- 
latlon relenting I'l-ovldeuce soema lu 
be exerting a subduing Inflsuoe. Six 
diiys have eispaed ainee the great 
dlsular, and the temperature ^till 
remaiaa low aud chilly lu tho Cune- 
waogh Valley.
